PRESS AND DEMOCRACY 


It is mot unfitting as we are all thinking of British 
traditions in terms of the visit of the King and Queen to 
point that one of the essential prineipals of democracy is 
freedom of the press and this is especially true when the 
matter is being given prominence in the United States at 
the moment. 

Recently a statue of freedom of the press at the 
Worlds Fair was dedicated while President Roosevelt is 
keenly interested in the movement for making the public 
conscious of the true concept of a newspaper. A com- 
mittee of the American Newspaper Association suggest 
that the newspaper industry be entirely exempt from the 
Fedeaal wage and hour law of the United States because 
it is rendering service rather than producing goods, which 
principle for the most part is held by many of the pro- 
vinces in Canada. 


Discussing the duty of the press, Irvin Dilliard of the 
St. Louis Pest Dispatch as reported in the Christian 
Science Monitor says: 

The press must tell what the news means. True 
significance is not always apparent, On the contrary, 
meaning is often unrevealed. It is the place of the news- 
paper in this complex time to show, through its editorial 
columns, how events fit into the stream of history, to help 
readers understand their always changing order in terms 
of the never-ceasing flow of great forces—social, eexnomic 
and scientific, 

But the editorial page which merely interprets the news, 
however diligently and helpfully it might do that, would fall 
far short of its responsibility ina democracy. For a news- 
paper must not only print the news and tell what it means, 
but it must throw itself with all its strength into the demo- 
cratic process. The first plank in every newspaper's platform 
today should be to make democracy work, 


The most serious threat to American democracy, as I see 
it, is not political pressure on the outside but great economic 
inequality on the inside. If this is true, and it seems self- 
evident, the press must work for a more equal economic

structure within and under the Uonstitution—an economic 
structure which spread more broadly among the people the 
benefits of our great natural resources. This clearly means 


among other things, upholding and encouraging the free 
organization of workers for collective bargaining, It means 
the achieving of industrial democracy as the best protection 
against the lures of demagogues. 


Olass struggles are rocks on which democracy founders. 


The press must rise above narrow group interests and stand 
frankly for the good of the broad base of American society.
